The "Mongolia" ferryboat - the first ship of the 
kind bull! In Romania - is ready to leave from one 
of the berths In Constanta port. Certainly, everybody 
knows whal a ferryboat is. Its particularity, compa- 
red lo other sea-going ships, of the merchant fleet, 
conies from Its functionality: the tail of such a ship, 
Ihe stern, Is mobile and can lean down farming a 
straight line wllh the shore. Through this gate, wi- 
dely open toward the ship's deep bowels, 107 rail- 
way cars (10 trains at the same time I) loaded with 
merchandise can penetrate the ship directly by 
meoni of rails.
